Five Honoured With Doctorates 
During Convocation Ceremonies 



McGill will award five 
lionontry doctorates — the 
highest honour it can l)es- 
tow — and an honorary 
master of arts degree at the 
Spring Convocation exerci- 
ces. .Four of the men honou- 
red will receive degrees of 
Doctors of Laws, honoris 
causa ; the fifth an honorary 
Doctorate of Science. 

To be honoured are two am- 
bassadors, Francis Lacoste and 
Arnold D. P. Heeney; three edu- 
cators, Dr. W. A. Mackintosh, Dr. 
J. E. Wallace Sterling, and Dr. 
C. N. H. Lons; and a solicitor, 
Mr E. M. Shiiston. The defjrccs 
will be conferred l)y McGill Chan- 
cellor R. E. Powell and Dr. F. 
Cyril James. ; . : 

FRANCIS LACOSTE^; 
- Mr. Lacoste, French ambassa- 
dor to Canada, will deliver the 
Convocation address. A career 
diplomat, he represented France 
at the seven-power finance con- 
ference in London 1931, and 
headed the Frendi (Iclcuation to 
the Far Eastern Commission and 
the Foreigiii,Committce in Japan 
during 1945 and '46. 

During the Occupation, he was 
a member of the 1-rcnch foreign 



ministry of the Resistance. Later, 
he served in Morocco as resi- 
dent general for France, and in 
105S was appointed ambassador 
to Canada. He will receive an LI.D 
during the ceremonies. 

ARNOLD HEENEY 

Mr. Heeney, the Canadian am- 
bassador to tlic United Stales 
will receive uii LLD. Born in 
Montreal, he received his early 
university training at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba, and. was the- 
re named Rhodes scholar in 
1923.' lie came to McGill, where 
he won his law degree in 1929, 
after graduating from the honours 
scliool of modern history at Ox- 
ford. 

He practiced law in Quebec 
from 1929 until 1938, when he 
resigned from the bar to become 
secretary to MacKcnzic King. In 
1949 he was named Undersecreta- 
ry of State for External Affairs. 
Three years later, he was given 
tti<( rank of ambassador- and per- 
manent Canadian representative 
to NATO. He became ambassador 
in Washington in 1953. 

DR. W. A. MACKINTOSH 

Or. Mackintosh, who is to be 
awarded an LLD, received his 
university training at Queen's and 
at Harvard. He joined the poli- 
tical and economic science de- 
partment at Queen's in 1920. 

During' the second world war, 



he left his university post to 

work for the government, serving 
in various overseas departments. 
In 19-16, he was awarded the CMG. 

He became principal and vice-, 
chancellor of Queen s in 1951. A 
member of Canada Council, Dr. 
Mackintosh was made president 
of the Royal Society of Canada 
for the year 1958-57. 

DR. J. E. W. STERLING 

D:-. Sterling, President of Stan- 
ford University in California, was 
born in Canada, at Linwond, On- 
tario, lie received his early uni- 
versity training here, studying at 
the universities of Toronto and 
Alberta, as well as at Staijford. 

He gained his early-; teaching 
experience at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology. Later, he 
was made Director of the Hun- 
tington Library. In 19-19, lie was 
appointed President of Stanford 
— a post he has held for the 
past twelve years. 

He will receive his Ll.D at 
the Convocation exercices, as a 
former Canadian who has won 
fame iii^higher education in the 
United'Slarcs. 

DR. C. N. H. LONG 

Dr. Lonfi, who will receive an 
honorary Doctor of Science de- 
gree, spent many years at McGill 
both as a student and as a pro- 
fessor. Bora iu. England, he at-

tended the University of Man- 
chester, where he received his Ba- 
chelor's, Master's, and PhD de- 
grees, before coming to McGill. 

Here, he entered the Faculty of 
Medicine, and was awarded his 
MD, CM. lie remained at McGill 
from 1925 until 1932, as lecturer 
and researcher in the medical 
departmcnL 

From here he went to the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and still 
later joined the staff at Yale, 
wlicre he served as Dean of tha 
School of Medicine from 1947-52. 
He was then made Sterling Pro- 
fessor and chairman of the De- 
partment of Physiology. 

E. M. SHILSTONE . 

Mr. E. M. Shilstone, one of tha 
leading solicitors of the West 
Indies Federation, will receive 
an honorary Master of Arts de- 
gree. He served as president of 
the council and chairman of tha 
board of directors of the Bcllairs 
Research Institute until forced 
to resign by ill health. 
. He has previously received an 
honorary MA from Durham Uni- 
versity, in recognition of histori- 
cal research, as well as an MBB 
and an OBE. 

Dr. Clive H. Carruthers, «ha 
taught at McGill for .41 years, 
will be introduced as Emeritus 
Professor of Classics - during th« 
ceremonies.

Professor Frank Soott 
Appointed Dean of Law 

Professor Frank R. Scott has been appointed Dean 
of the Faculty of Law. Promotions and appointments in 
other faculties have also been announced by Dr. F. Cyril 
James. 



Professor Scott, who holds the 
position ofvMacdonald Professor 
«f Law, has been on the Faculty 
Kince 1028. He succeeds the late 
W.CJ. Meredith, QC. and will 
take office July 1. Professor Max- 
well K. Cohen will continue the 
administration of the faculty un- 
til that date. 

Professor Scott was born in 
Quebec City on August 1. 1889. 
He studied at Bishop's Univcr- 
fiily, graduating with a BA de- 
cree in 1919.

GOOD LUCK

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Five Solitudes 



Let us admit it. We have all been aware of this since 
our freshman year. Hugh MacLennan has branded Mont- 
real a city of two solitudes. The student body at McQIll 
can boast at leiiat five. Let us call these five solitudes by 
their names — after all, these names have been on the lips 
of mcst of us during the past four years. Perhaps it was 
At election time, when we speculated on Wasp-Fraternity, 
or Hillel-Jewish support for some candidate. Perhaps it 
was when we considered the awfully nice but too obvious 
and artificial project of Inviting foreign students to Can- 
adian home.s. 

And so in addition to the French-speaking solitude 
and the English Protestant solitude, we have the .le- 
wish solitude, the English Catholic .solitude, and the Fo- 
reign Student solitude. The latter is further subdivided 
into many smaller solitudes. 

Undoubtedly, the original two .solitude!*, living apart 
In mistrust, reservation, and sometimes In open hostility, 
have created a climate In which other groups are also 
kept well separated. They could hardly behave In a large 
and exclusive manner. 

This situation is only in .small part the fault of the 
students coming to thi.s university. However, the failure 
of many of them to overcome the prejudices ari.sing from 
their background and upbringing is to be regretted and 
condemned. 

Our Changing Students 

It is practically certain by now that all candidates 
applying to McCJill from anywhere in North America 
will be required to write the standardized and rigidly 
objective College lioaids examinations.. The adoption 
of the College Boards has followed a successful e.xperl- 
nient with this American system of screening appli- 
cants on students applying to McGIll this year from 
the Montreal area. 

What will this mean to McGill ? in the first 
Instance, we are subject to all the hazards attending 
the multiple-choice method of selecting applicants. 
Students will enter Mcflill without having proved that 
they can write an English .sentence . 

More important, McGill loses the power of deter- 
mining the criteria of admission to apply to students 
hoping to enter the university. At least under the 
~ matriculation method McGill set lier own standards. 

McGill will be appioachin}? tlie estimated ceiling, 
of 9500 students when school opens in the fall. Ilegis- 
tration e.Kperts expect the enrolment to jump to 9300 
or more next year, an increase of well over a thousand 
students in the la.sl two years. 

Dr. James .stated in his annual Principal's Report 
that McGill will have to expand her present facilities 
l)y one-third to one-half in the next three to five years. 
It is a foregone conclusion that, despite the accelerated 
building progratn and increased funds, McGill will fall 
farther and furtlier behind in this race against the 
birth rate. 

The conclu-sion is obviou.s. McGill must gradually 
abandon her traditional policy of accepting all qualified 
applicants to undergraduate faculties and attempt to 
choo.se the better students from those who have applied 
to fill the limited luimljer of vacancies. 

What .scheme of .selecting the better students will 
McGlil employ ? The answer from the Registrar's office 
is that the,criterla for judging admission to McGill 
will be the .same .as those used in awarding scholar- 
ships for the last two years. That is, qualities of 
character and leadership will be coiisiclered as well 
as proof of academic ai)ility. 

It must be pointed out that the.se are subjective - 
standards, allliough not to so great an extent as the 
mysterious admi.ssion policies of the Ivy League uni- 
versities. As the number clamoring to enter McGill 
Increasen relative to the availaljle facilities, these 
administrative criteria will become more and more 
crucial. The utmost care must be exerted in control-, 
ling the exercise of the power of acceptance and refusal 
on subjective grounds in order to ensure that McGill 
maintaiu its liigli standards and unique personality. 



A First-Hand" Report ! 



The Eichmann Trial 

by Gerald Clark 

I want to start by saying fii-st that l)efore I went to Israel to cover the Eichmann 
trial I had mi.sglvings. . . first, about the ab<luction from Argentine, then the legality 
of trying him in Israel. . . and finally the possible effect on the rest of the world. 
Israel, above all other states, I thought, should never commit the international sins 
other countiics are often accused of. 



This was a dear abduction — 
snatched from the Argentine, 
without local authority. . . a clear 
violation o( Argentine rights. But 
it wasn't too long. In reading a 
bit deeper, that 1 came to a gene- 
ral conclusion. The abduction was 
necessary, lor there is ample evi> 
dence that without it, Eichmann 
would have vanished. There are 
several cases in the past of Nazi 
criminals known in the Argen- 
tine, and when these cases were 
brought to the attention of the 
local authorities the criminals 
disappeared... whisked away by 
the Nazi underground which stifl 
operates inside the Argentine. 

I use this illustration to make 
a much bigger point. Any of the 
misgivings i had about this trial, 
no longer exist. 1 am convinced 
in my own mind tliat not only is 
the trial right, but it had to be 
held in Israel, in front oC an 
Israeli court. 

REMEMBER REASONS 

First, I think we have to re- 
member the reasons for the trial. 
The main purpose is to remind 
society that it must never .surren- 
der its principles, that dictator- 
ships lead inevitably to the abyss 
of horror... that once you give 
in to dictatorship, you give up 
claims to human neeenry . . . and 
pven controls that ensure simple 
human decency. The world thinks 
mainly of Eichmann un trial for 
crimes against Jews, ' against a 
particular group of people. I 
would like to see more of an 
emphasis on the broader indict- 
ment: crimes against humanity... 
against people, against humau 
beings generally not a particu- 
lar group of human liein{!s. 

For this trial is much more 
than a desire of Israelis to seek 
revenge for Ihe death «1 the'r 
brethren. Revenge hardly comes 
into it, and if it did it would 
destroy the bigger message . . . the 
message that no loniier can a 
handful of men decide indiscri- 
minately whether masses of peo- 
ple should live or diiî . . . that 
they cannot hope to tiot awav 
with it, that the rest of Ihe world 
is now waiting to make thcni 
atone for these rrimos. 

GRUESOME REMINDER 

In the case uf (he F.iiliniann 
trial there is, of course, an inten- 
se desire to remind the world of 
a particularly gruesome chapter 
ins history. This chapter had been 
touched on at Nuremberg — but 
the timing of Nuremberg was 
unforlunale. For one thing, the 
Ciermans were still dazed in 1940, 
bewildered by what befell them, 
physically stunned by the inces- 
sant bombing of the last years 
of war. The West itself was tirod 
... of the war, and of anything 
related to it. I doubt if many 
adults remember much that took 
place at that trial.

Dut more important, an entire 
generation has -grown up since 
then — without niiy first hand 
account of the eviMits rroiii 1933 
on, without any steady prp.ss diet 
to inform them of the rise of 
Hitler and the fate of the Jew.i. 
The Eichmann trial is therefore 
more important thaii Nuremberg 
in many ways. It hits, a iicw.gene-. 
ration, particularly "the- young 
German gcncrati'jii whose educa- 
tional system has failed to fill 
the gap and wii.ise parents for 
the most part h ive kept silent. 

Eichmann. of course, is only a 
symbol oL thai period, but hu is 



a convenient syinlul, s>nce he was 
in charge of the Jewish depart- 
ment of the Gestapo and the most 
heartless of Nazi policy was chan- 
neled through him. Oddly enough, 
Eichmann is nec3ss.ii'y for the 
Israeli youth, as well as the youth 
of Germany and the rest of the 
world. I had heard of how Sabras 
were intolerant uf European Jews 
of the Hitler era, but bclore get- 
ting to Israel I had no idea of 
the depth of this intolerance . . . 
actually a contempt. 
* This ignorance of the plight 
of European Jewry — contempt, 
as I say — was worrisome to the 
authorities, who work on the as- 
stiriiption that there must be a 
link between Jews in Israel and 
the rest of the world, a link bet- 
ween the present and the past, 
or else the raison d'être, the 
meaning, of Israel itself would 
be destroyed. There were, of 
course, explanations and memo- 
rials before, but apparently 
without sufficient impact. 

The trial; I think, has brought 
home forcibly how difficult it 
was for the Jews to resist the 
Germans, especially since it ha.s 
traced the history — at first 
mild repression, such as the 
wearing of the yellow Star of 
David, then ghcttoizing. and only 
in 1042. after a gradual buildup, 
and before anyone realized what 
was happening, the extcrraina- 
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ADOLF EICHMANN

tibn centers. U the Eichmann 
trial achieves nothing else I 
think it has been worth while on 
this one account alone. Young 
Israelis today are understanding 
of the circumstances of 1933-45. 
One man: '■Before, I had read 
something of it. Now, listening, 
it was dilferent. For the first 
time 1 understood". 

Now, what of the trial itself, 
the facts that have emerged? 
After covering it for a month, I 
still find it difficult to grasp 
the full meaning of 6,000,000 
deaths... such an enormous, im- 
personal number. The big figure, 
before it can have any meaning, 
has to be translated into little 
terms, and then perhaps by mul- 
tiplying, can the mind begin lo 
grasp the enormity.. : 

I shall always remember the. 
scene outside Beit Ham, the 
courthouse, where people stood 
in silent clusters, looking at the 
clean white building with Eich- 
mann inside — silent, until a' 
six-year-old girl turned to her 
mother and said, "Is he the man 
who killed my grannv 7" The 
mother took the child by the. 
hand and led her away. i

"I stand before you, judges of 
Israel". 

The main thing is that Nurem- 
berg charter rules put a defence 
on the plea of obeying superior, 
orders. So does Israel's anti-Nazi 
law. So, odiy enough, does the 
German military manual. 

What sort of man is he? f do' 
not believe he was sadistic, that 
he derived any "pleasure" from 
his task.

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Psychologist Hebb 

hy Keford MacDoiigall 

"TI)e princes were «Iways miikinp discoveries, by accidents and sagacity, of things 
tliey were not in quest of." These words of Horace Wnlpole state the scientific case 
preciHeiy, says Donald 0. Hebb, McGill professor^oCspsychoIogy and one of llie univer- 
sity's most distinguished leaders in scientific iesearcli.

Dr. Ilcbb, recognized world- 
wide lor his contribution to psy* 
choIoRy, was recently honour- 
td by becoming the Foreign 
Member of the American- Aca- 
demy of Arts and Sciences and 
by reccivinK an honorary doc- 
torate' from Ihe University of 
Chicago. He also remains (he 
first Canadian to have been 
prcsidfnl of the American Psy- 
rholo^ical As.'iociation. 

Author of the widely-used 
"Textbook of PsychoioRy," "The 
Organization of Uchavior," and 
numerous other psychological 
publications. Dr. Ilcbb has been 
a professor at McGill since 1947. 

English Major ' 

Mis career before this period 
included a DA from Dalhoiisie 
University, where he majored in 
English Literature, and nine 
years as a high-school teacher 
and elementary-school principal 
in Nova Scotia and Quebec. 

Speaking of the difference 
between college and elementary 
school teaching. Dr. Ilcbb said: 
"With the niaturer student one 
concentrates on CONTENT 
(facts), while with the less 
mature student one alms mainly 
at COMMUNICATION. As for 
colleiie students, they are usual- 
ly intellectually equal to their 
professor but simply lack his 
-specialized knowledge." 

. Dr. Hebb's Interest in psy- 
chology grew from his fascin- 
ation for elementary teaching, 
a field in which he almost 
remained, and learning, which 
he considers the crucial pro- 
blem In psychology. When a 
friend, Dr. Donald Webster, 
gave him Pavlov's "Lectures on 
Conditioned Reflexes," he eager- 
ly began the study of psycholo- 
gy under B. P. Babkin. one of 
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Pavlov's students teaching at 
McGill. 

Part-time Principal 

After an .MA in psychology 
from McGill, which he gained 
while working part-time <is a 
high-school principal. Dr. Hebb 
went to the University of Chi- 
cago in 1934 to study under 
the great psychologist K. S. 
Lashley. When Lasblcy left

Chicago to go to Har- 
vard, Dr. Hebb followed and 
his comment about Harvard was 
that he liked it "because they 
left me alone." After Harvar<l. 
Lashley and Dr. Hebb continued 
their research and study at the 
•Yerkes Laboratory of Primate 



Biology. 

From 1037-1030, Dr. Het)l) 
worked with Wilder Penfield 
at the Montreal Neurological 
Institute. The conclusions reach- 
ed at this time had a significant 
influence on the theory he later 
advanced. This theory has al- 
ready gained wide acceptance 
and Is now firmly established 
as one school of thought in what 
remains a controversial field. 

His Contributions 

The.se notes by Dalbir Bin- 
(Ira. a colleague of Dr. Hebb's 
in the Department of psycho- 
logy, clarify Dr. Hebb's con- 
tribution: "He has helped link 
psychology with neurology and 
other biological sciences, bring- 
ing psychology within the fold 
of the sciences which look for 
physical cause. Hebb has pro- 
posed a theory of mind (or 
behavior) that accounts for 
mental phenomena in neurolo- 
gical, mechanistic terms, with 
reference to the traditional con- 
cepts of soul and an immate- 
rial mind. 

"In being able to propose a 
new neurological model that 
seems to work, he has both gi- 
ven a new hope to psychologi.sts 
everywhere . that psychological 
knowledge can be linked with 
the other sciences — the essen- 
tial unity of the sciences — and 
at the same lime 'given a death 
blow to those philosophers, psy- 
chologists, physioIogi.sts and 
other academic men who seem 
emotionally committed to a de- 
fence of the soul as against any 
mechanistic theory of man' ".

For almost all students the 
first year at McGill was an in- 
tellectual loss.

eivcn in huge lecture halls, the 
subjects are almost all compul- 
sory and not ones in which the 
students are particularly in- 
terested. And yet, although a 
ereat deal can be said against 
this system, and something has 
been done about it, it did leave 
the student on his own for the 
first time, to probe and disco- 
ver, or to drift and do nothing, 
as lie preferred.

gINCE the Industrial 
Revolution, lor the 
first time in human iiislo- 
ry, women luive had a chan- 
ce to equal men. In a tech- 
nological society physical 
strength has little or no 
economic value; men conse-: 
quently do not have the ine- 
vitable superiority they 
formerly enjoyed. 

Similarly, however, women 
have also lost their chief biolo- 
gical function; a society without 
machines needs a far greater 
number of human beings than a 
technological civilization. In the 
former children are a financial 
asset and the more she bore the 
more prosperous a woman was. 

Today children are a liability 
demanding support and expendi- 
ture for sixteen years or more. 



Birih control — dictated by eco- 
nomic necessity rather than by 
humanitarian concern — has 
freed women from the occupa- 
tion which formerly filled their 
adull lives. However, while we 
admit that women in abstract 
enjoy the opportunity to equal 
men we must also admit that 
neither in their achievements as 
a sex nor in their individual de- 
velopment have they rivalled the 
opposite sex. 

Marriage or Career ? 

In practice this chance is jeo- 
pardized by the still inevitable 
choice between marriage or a 
career. This means that a girl 
fully trained for one of the pro- 
fessions becomes, upon marria- 
ge, an unpaid doinestic servant 
performing tasks which do not 
employ her proven capabilities. 



Little wonder that women do 
not surpass men in college or 
thai there is reluctance .to pro- 
mote them to really important 
l>ositions. The student, knowing 
that her career will be interrupt- 
ed, docs not take her training 
seriously. 

Woman's dilemma consists of 
this: in the society in which we 
live it is almost impossible in 
terms of physical distance and 
mental disparity to combine 
work in the home and work in 
the world.j;jt^hejonlyi»workttthalj 
employs all?théicapabtlHlesîofvà: 
modern educated person', takes 
place outside the home and it - is 
only this work -that gains^'tbe 
prestige necessary for full social 
Integration and usefulness. Apart 
from the unhappiness of Indivi- 
duals society Itself suffers by de- 
nying married women full parti- 
ci|)ation la modern life.

The home-world dilemma Iia.i 
not always existed. Pre-industrial 
society needed human beings 
simply to keep the economy 
functioning. Thus women had 
one important lifetime job. In 
addition the home was really tha 
centre of life! almost all work, 
male and female, took plaça 
within it. Society was decentral- 
ized and communities were, to 
a certain extent, self-sufficient. 

Each community was compos- 
ed of families and each family 
comprised an economic unit; , a 
unit consisting, not. as nowa- 
days, of a mother, father and 
dependent children, but of a cou- 
ple with broUiers, sisters, £rand< 
parents and children who con-

McGill's ancient Union, 
tifiuiilly liaunted hy Kaunt 
law students and the 
jîhosts of happier days nf- 
ler May 1, echoes to the re- 
liearsals of a vigorous thea- 
trical jrroiip, the Paupers. 

The {jroiip, orj^ariiztd by jiro- 
minent theatrical personalities 
Otiilic Doufilas, Neil Madden, 
ond Donald MacSwcen, is drawn 
principally from MiGill under- 
graduates and alumni. . 

It consists of a nucleus of ten 
to fifteen players, who are des- 
cribed as "not only inlcrested, 
but KOod", by MacSwecn. "They 
arc on the stage not to he seen, 
bill to act — somcthinj; not 
usually found at the university 
ievcl". About a dozen techni- 
cians are workinK on the pro- 
ductions. 

Group Spirit 

An interesting aspect of the 
rir;:anization is ils eroup spirit. 
There will be no programmes 
for any of the performances. 
Instead, "everything will be at- 
tributed to the eroup as a 
whole; there will be ho star bill- 
ing. People accept small roles, 
but (hey know Ihcy may have a 
title role in the next play. Not 
individuals, but the group as a 
whole, will share the praise or 
damning," MacSwcen concluded. 

The plays chosen for the fir.st 
production present a great vari- 
ety in lone, ranging from the 
'commercial' pieces of Coward 



and Kaufman to the more hea- 
vy drama of Slrindbcrg, O'Neitj,' 
and Chekov. 

"In Canada there arc very 
few theatrical groups you can 
just join and work for — we 
don't have a repertory system 
with apprentices who train for 
years. We have to depend on 
amateur theatricals, and there 
arc never enough of those". - 

No Illusions 

The Paupers don't have any 
illusions about becoming Mon- 
t real's permanent repertory 
group — "we will have accom- 
plished our aims if wc present 
about .six plays this summer, 
providing an opportunity for 
people to gain experience work- 
ing In the theatre without the 
responsibility of turning out a 
financially successful perform- 
ance." 

The group is amateur in the 
• true sense. "Amateur does not 
necessarily moan poor, it means 
people who do something for 
the love of it. These actors 
won't feel they've flopped if 
the play doesn't make moncv. 
Success is in the qualily", said 
MacSween. 

Pauper Notables 

The three organizers of the 
Paupers are well known at Me- 
Gill for their parts in recent 

productions. 

MacSwcen, one of the authors 
of 'My Fur Lady', played the 
lead' in the English Depart- 
ment's production of 'The Re- 
lapse' last year. He will direct 
the second production, 'The 
Tempest'.

about the age of seven. House- 
hold management of any social 
•cale meant tlie ecercisc of 
crafls which are now the domain 
of specialists, iiousewifery was 
a skilled occupation. 

Destruction . 

The Industrial Ilevolutioa meant 

eiat tills co-ordinated home- 
orld silualion was destroyed by 
the centralized factory system. 
Now a violent disparity became 
kpparent between the lives of 
Working class and middle class 
women. The former worked 
fiarder Uian before in unplea- 
sant conditions and separated 
from tlieir children. Tlie latter, 
as (he housewife's work was ta- 
ken over by extra-domestic or- 

Sanizations. adopted the leisured 
fe commoa for both sexes In 
the aristocracy, but devoid of 
their intellectual and political in- 
terests. The resulting life, drain- 
ed of any activity but husband 
hunting, was frustrating enough 
to drive an intelligent woman 
like Florence Nightingale to the 
verge of insanity. 

It was this situation tliat ins- 
pired the feminists to press for 
women's right to work ^nd con- 
sequently tbeh: right to -take 
(heir place in the modem world. ■ 
Yet this achievement was, in the 
main, practicable only for the 
single woman for the dichotomy 
between home and world now 
appeared. Tlie home became for 
men the place to which they re- 
turned in tlie- eveniugs and on 
which they spent their money. 
It was, in its quality, a visible 
proof of their success, but it was 
not the centre of their creative 
activity. To women it was a 
tomb in which thev were impri- 
soned, crushed with boredom or 
overwork. 

The Problem Today 

The housewife's job is tiie 
combination of two disparate 
activities. One is thd mainte- 
nance of a dwelling house com- 
bined with the nourishment of a 
family; the other is the upbring- 
ing and training of small chil- 
dren. Can these tasks fulfill the 
lifetime of a highly educated 
person? I contend that this is 
not possible. 

Let us examine exactly what 
these tasks entail. It api>ears tu 
be true in the liglit of our pre- 
sent knowledge tliat tiia small 
child needs the constant, stable 
devotion of one particular per- 
son to develop a harmoaious per- 
sonality. This is referred to as 
■ the mother-child symbiods. But 
research has not been carried on 
on the exact period^ tlut this 
symbiosis stiould -continue or 
how constant the presence of the 
mother should be. 

Hie feelbigs of the mother for 
tlie child are far more important 
tlian insistence on any specific 
technique. Child bearing cannot 
fill tlie life span of tlie contem- 
porary woman. Housewifery no 
longer involves any skills or in- 
deed«jiny|lieaqr;i physical labor. 
It'is'conunoà''to'nè«"people re- 
mark that modem gadgets have 
taken the "work" out of house- 
work —in fact, the rise in stand- 
ards of comfort and t>eauty con- 
comitant witli these -machines 
' have created more work.' 

Monotony in 
the Home 

In substance housekeeping no- 
' wadays is maintenance work of 
a monotonou.s character. It is a 
series of small nun-creative 
tasks which are inimical to the 
concentration necessary for any 
intellectual activity. Tlie modern 
insistence -on Uie single family 
^ home means that women, are 
alone most of the day or in con- 
tact only with infant minds. Even 
everyday work in an office is 
carried on in Uie company of 
other adults. 

Housekeeping does not allow 
for leisure periods coinciding 
with thase of other people — it 
Is a seven day-work-week dur- 



ing the period of active mother- 
hood. Before the Industrial Re- 
volution such a schedule would 
not have been considered un- 
just: ordinary people worked ex- 
cessive hours with inadequate 
time for sleep. Now the eight" 
hour day and five and a half- 
day week are considered human 
rights.^ It is indeed true that a 
woman may be able to Vest for 
an hour in the afternoon but she 
can never be sure that her free 
time will not be interrupted. 

At this point it is difficult for 
her to go back to her. career. 
Not only have her skills proba- 
bly suffered deterioration during 
, the period who was overworked 
' but she is well behind her male 
contemporaries in her field. Em- 

filoyers are unwilling to engage 
ler and her husband suffers di- 
minution of prestige if she 
works. 

Remedies 

How should women play their 
part in the modem world? 
There are many advocates of 
the idea that she should remain 
at home apart from the false va- 
lues of our "industrial assembly 
line culture", enshrining the 
supposedly satisfying values of 
idnetenth century life. But even 
if the superiority of these values 
could be demonstrated it- would 
be impossible to force half the 
human race to practice them 
without enforcing a kind of eco- 
nomic and social apartheid in 
our society and contradicting tiia 
whole modern ideal of marriage. 
It would also produce a class of 
incomplete people denied parti- 
cipation in our culture. 

To accuse women of being 
"masculine" because they wish 
to enter fields now dominated by 
men Is a mistake. This is a 
man's world and almost all in- 



tellectual knowledge was collect-' 
ed or discovered by men. To 
participate in society women 
must enter man's world; only 
then will they be able to express 
purely feminhie values, if these 
exist, and create their own 
idiom. 

What Can Be Done 

What can be done to integrate 
child bearing and >the demands 
of modem careers? The first 
thing is to make young women 
reahze that tlieir retirement 
from the world is not inevitable 
so that they, will seek ways to 
ameliorate the situation. The se- 
cond is to impress upon society 
Uie need to reorganize profes- 
sional training so that time off 
for child rearmg is not de'struct- 
. ive o[ advancement. The third 
is to encourage employers to en- 
gage women over forty and to 
provide parttime Jobs and train- 
ing schemes. This is a tremen- 
dous propaganda task which 
could be handled by the many 
existing women's organizations. 
The fourth is to arrange for co- 
operative efforts to break down 
the isolation of Uie one-family 
home and to promote schemes 
for efficiency experts to plan 
housework on the same basis as 
any mechanical task. 

All these ideas sound, perhaps, 
impossibly idealistic. Indeed, no- 
thing can be done if men are 
not convinced of the need for 
their fuller participation in the 
live of their family and in the 
work in Uie home. "If the men 
believed for a moment that the 
rearing of children is as diffi- 
cult and important as building 
bridges, they would demand 
more of a hand in it too." Some 
opposition must be formed to 
the all-embracing, all-consuming 
modem career if the home Is to 
be made again the centre of the 
community and of human life.

for he was a dedicated civil ser- 
vant, so conscientious in German 
style, so methodical, that in order 
tu do his job all thé t>ettcr he 
even studied Judaism. 

Even though today, after all 
those weeks in the dock, he shows 
some signs of strain, he is basic- 
ally non-descript. The remark- 
able thing about him is that he 
looks so unremarkable. 

I saw a man who stood erectly, 
like a soldier, while he answered 
"not guilty", who sat, day after 
day, in the dock with immobile 
features, almost righteously in- 
dignant, as though to say: "Does 
the world not understand? I was 
simply- obeying orders . ,v for the 
Reich,'1for (he Fatherland..... 
He admitted that he once said 
he would gladly jump into his 
own grave, happy in the know- 
ledge that he had brought death 
to millions of Jews... but he 
made one significant correction.. 
He did not say "death to Jews". 
He Slid ... death "to enemies of 
the Reich"... And Uiis is what 
is so terrifying, that a human 
being can so systematically car- 
ry out inhuman orders of geno- 
cide... not to Jews only, but to 
other human beings.., without 
questioning, without rebelling. 

WHAT HAPPENS ? 

What will happen to him? What 
will be the penalty? .1 .believe 
he will be executed... not sent, 
as some suggest, into life impri- 
sonment or into the fields to toil 
for Israel. The court itself could 
never bring such a judgment, be- 
cause it is meticulous, and the 
law says Uie punishment for 
genocide is hanging. Moreover, 
Israelis themselves would not 
stand for anything less. 

In Conclusion, I would like to 
point out three aspects of (he 
trial which I consider beneficial: 

1. Hopeful signs of mankind 
reaffirmed. There were those, 
when they could, wlio helped 'Uie 
Jews, even Uiougli they themselves 
risked grave punishment. Despite 
the terror, the horror, 1 like (a 
remember this side of human na- 
ture — that men and women are 



someUmes prepared to fights ty- 
ranny. In Belgium, there were 
Christians who sheltered Jewisli 
children ; in France, maquis uf 
resistance fighters who developed 
an underground to smuggle out 
the Jews. In Holland, tens of thuu- 
sand.s of non-.Iews wore the yellow 
Star of David, as a sign of protest 
— 120,000 Dulcli Jews eventually 
perished, but at least Uie effort 
was made to defend ther and 
their right to live. In Denmark, 
the results were more success- 
full... when the order was issued 
for the deportation of the Jews, 
to extermination centers, miracu- 
lously nearly every Jew disap- 
peared overniglit — smuggled 
liy Christion Danes, in small fi- 
shing vessels, to the haven of 
Sweden.

2" From Uie legal point of view, 
the trial is codifying internation:<l 
law Willi a greater assemblage 
than ever before. of the niles uf 
behavior that society has laid down 
over the centuries. The reason 
"why" Uie Nazis acted as Uiey 
did, why Eichmann obeyed the or- 
ders are relatively unimportant. 
The prosecuUon itself has said that 
it is not the function of the court 
decide the "why" of antl-semiUsm, 
of man's inhumanity to man. This 
is being left for the sociologist.s 
and psychologists to delve into. It 
is sufficient to know '•what" went 
on, and to know further tliat socie- 
ty will not permit mass criminals 
in the future to go unpunished. In- 
dividuals, not states, are responsi-' 
ble for acts of the state. But most 
Important of all is the rule : A 
man's conscience must guide him; 
it is no longer an excttse lor ^y 
man to say he is following the dic- 
tates of the state, if these dictates 
are by their nature criminal and 
again.st the niles of fundamental 
decency, v -.. 

3* And from an Israeli and Je- 
wish point of view there is some- 
Uilng else — the justification for 
the existence of the state «f Is- 
rael. For without the stale. fUdi- 
mann would sUll be incognita in 
Uie Argentine, and wiUiout Eich- 
mann as a symbol the world tod.iv 
would not be reminded of the evils 
against which it must guard.

Looking back on the school terms of 196Ô-61, we see 
that McGill athletes won no lessihan seven intercollegiate 
championships; football, tennis, harrier, soccer, skiing and 
fencing. 

No doubt the one best remembered by most of us is 
the football title. 

For the first time since 1938, the football Redmen 
came home with the Yates trophy. In his third year as 
McGill's head coach, Bruce Coulter guided his charges- 
through one of the gridders' most successful seasons of 
all times. ' ' 

In addition to the Yates cup, the Redmen also won 
the Churchill trophy emblematic of Senior Intercollegiate 
Canadian Football Supremacy.'., , 

Losing their first two ganies again.st Queens and 
Western, 27-26 and 17-13 respectively, the Red and White 
roared through their next six games undefeated, breaking 
one record after another. 

Apathy Shrugged 

—The student body, shrugged off its mantle of apathy 
and rose as one in support of the big Red Machine.. Cer- 
tainly this was the highlight of the athletic year but the 
re."! of the athletic teams suffered no let down. 

. The first to lead off in the parade of champions was 
the tennis team. The raquet-men captured the Canadian 
Lawn Tenni.s Association Cup, emblematic of intercolle- 
giate tennis supremacy. 

All in all, the tennis crew has won the senior inter- 
collegiate honours a grand total of 24 times; twice as 
often as any other university. ' 

The Harrier team won its first intercollegiate cham- 
pionship since.,1939 as they -copped the Montreal Star 
Trophy for provincial cross country and also the inter- 
collegiate meet in Kingston. 

Soccer Ranks 

The Soccer team returned to the ranks of champions 
this season, winning^ the O.Q.A.A. Championship for the 

first time since 1956; the team was undefeated in a series 
of league and exhibition games. In Ottawa - St. Lawrence, 
action, the .«ioccermen tied for first place with Sir George 
Williams. 

' Tlie skiing, and fencing tennis round out ^IcGili's 
li.4t of champions for this year. 

; Other teams, such as the senior basketball squad 
and the senior hockey squad did not fare as well but 
more important was that they tried their best. 

We must remember that winning is only secondary; 
the most important feature of college athletics is parti- 
cipation and a.s such, McGill is second to none. 

Successful Year 

i The intercollegiate, intramural,, and recreational 
sports facilities at McGill are meant to be used ; the multi- 
facet athletic profile at this university is an important 
factor in molding the complex whole which is an indivi- 
dual. 

Thus both in purpose and jterformance, McGill ath- 
letes have had one of their most succêMfûI years. In terms 
of purpose, there were probably more students participa- 
ting in athletics at McGill than in any other previous 
year. In terms of performance, McGill athletic teams have 
done exceptionally well this year.

league. 

Burnett's feats were not restrict- 
ed to the offensive role. He play- 
ed the centre slot on defense 
(penalty killing) as well. It is this 
defensive saavy that tlic Rcdmen 
arc relying on. Their inability to 
get the puck out of their own zone 
last season was a major problem. 
RETIREMENT 

A bad back forced Kelly out of 
hockey at a nremature date. At 
34, he had at least three good sea- 
sons left. The combination of the 
disbanding of the' Royals and 
health troubles steered Burnett to 
the coaching job. 

We contacted Burnett last week 
when he was taking a day off 
from his rigorous, duties as Golf 
professional at the Valleyfield Golf 
Club. Burnett said he was looking 
forward to tackling (he challeng- 



He expressed hope at coining up 
with a smooth solution fur Mc- 
Gill's defensive woes. Burnett said 
that most of the trouble may have 
stemmed from an ineffective sys- 
tem..' He thought thai the esta- 
blishrherit ' of a simple, offensive 
and defensive pattern . would do 
much to relieve the pressure. 

CANADIENS' GAME 

We assume that Burnett will use 
the Montreal Canadiens' system 
in his teaching. If the Rcdmen 
learn their lessons well they 
should be much improved next 
year. 

Having a system doesn't end all 
the problems. You must have the 
men to work with. Coach Burnett 
will also be stocked with talent. 
All but three of last year's Red- 
men (who showed flashes of bril- 
liance at stages) will return. 

COMPETITIVE FIRE 

Perhaps the most important 
quality has yet to be mentioned. 
Without the desire to win. a team 
isn't going to go anywhere. It 1s 
in this department that Burnett is 
probably best endowed. Through- 
out his playing career,. McGill's 
new coach was the never say die 
type of competitor. 

We got litis line on Burnett 
through his former coach Floyd 
Curry. Curry seemed particularly 
entliusia.stic about Burnett's chan- 
ces of making good. "If Kelly can 
instill a bit of his own competi- 
tive fire in your boys, your pro- 
blems will be. over" v! the former 
Canadien great told us. 'Let's hope 
so!

However, wlion we search Ihe 
book for Ihe wings of youth, we 
find a lop-sided concern for sex 
and excrement. Nor is the diction 
freshened to .shock us into reco- 
gnizing the iniportan:e of sexual 
vitality in youth. 

But in the same poem in which 
the wings of youth are asserted 
( "Ex-Socialist," one of the serious 
poems*, we find the real concern 
of the book — the Ijilons of youth. 
It is in this negative theme — 
tt>e undermining of Fillibuster's 
values : the destruction of the 
walls that arc imprisoning young 
people ; the deliberate .spitting in 
the eyes of the contributor and 
admirer of .scliolarly jaurnal.s. Ihe 
exhibitionistic dredging up of lan- 
guage to .soil the academic scho- 
lar, — it is in such rebellion that 
the writer makes his mark. 

Youth versus Age 

Fathers and teacliers, in (act 
adult age in general, represent 
Iqvelesij.and unlovable authority. 
Trie ■ Ihieme is a duel between 
youth and age ; youth is defend- 
ing the freshness of lire, fleshly 
life, and the league of withered 
teacher.s and pervert fathcr.s is 
concerned with "rotten manus- 
cripts" snd "examining meta- 
physical inotes". 
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In "Explanation", we get on 
idea of the raw life,- the hot blood 
of youth which the poet is trving 
to represent. Youth is symboli 
cally representing zest (or life, 
but the general reader tends to 
feel left out. a mere spectator of 
another betraying what he thinks 
and feels with much personal 
depth (within a range that per 
liaps calls for more modesty). 
There is not a convincing display 
of the enthusiasm for life to 
whteh the writer continually re 
fers. 

Despite^ iMrayado. one gets the 
Impression "'that the: writer is 
much concerned with what others 
may think of his work, and in a 
poem like "On the turner of 
ftidgcwood & Cote des Neiges"^ 
"he appears defensively arro- 
gant. Determined to acquire this 
"to-hell-with-what-lhey-think" al- 
titude, in mo.st of the "Love 
Poems", the writer merely re 
fers to rather than relives expe- 
riences. A poem like "A Lesson" 
rings untrue. 

Commonly, the thought itself is 
clear and exa:t («s in "Recess" i. 
but some poems demoiistrate thai 
plain, simple lan^iage will not 
always avoid obscurity. 

Rebellion 

The lone of the book as a whole 
is rebellious and iconoclastic, but 
it is the quality of rebellion that 
disturbs one. Mr. Moscovitch"s 
rebellion seems to be pcr.sonal 
and narrow. He seems to be rc 
belling ogainst personal discoin 
forts, and there Is not the enlar- 
gened sensibility to allow him to 
appreciate points of views out- 
side himself. One hopes he will 
outlive this iiarcissistic point of 
view, and not resist adulhood 
in resisting what old age symbo- 
lically represents. Kindness is 
apparently no part of his happi- 
ness, and a little dase of civet ~ 
say an ounce — might add some 
thing. An oppeal to Nietzsche will 
not guarantee a place in the apos- 
tolic succession. Nietzsche can 
make no comment on his disci- 
ples; I guess he might say, 
"Let's not get our wings stuck 
in excrement."
